Hill, in making the recommit- 
tal motion, told the Senate: 
“This is no time for the Senate 
to surrender its power to the 
executive branch.” 

Southerners’ Objection. 

The southerners were also 
worried about an anti-discrimi- 
nation amendment which Sena- 
tor Lehman (Dem.), New York, 
said he would call up. An agree- 
ment to lmit.. debate on - all 
amendments*to 90 minutes would 
have blocked any Southern ef- 
fort to filibuster that 
ment. 

Senator H. Alexander Smith 
(Rep.), New Jersey, Labor Com- 
mittee chairman, pleaded with 
the Senate not to recommit the 
measure. He said “no sugges- 
tion was ever made that 
the President’s recommendations 
should be rubber-stamped,” and 
that “nobody was shut off in of- 
fering amendments” in commit- 
tee. © 


Majority Leader Knowland, 
(Rep.), California, told reporters 
Eisenhower’s appeal for con- 
gressional action on his Taft- 
Hartley recommendations would 
“rise or fall” on the outcome 
of the vote on Hill’s motion. 


Anti-Labor Charges. 


Northern Democrats said they 
were unsatisfied with the com- 
mittee bill, which substantially 
carries out Eisenhower's recom- 
mendations, because it fails to 
correct what they call anti-labor 
sections in the present law. 


“Southern Democrats said the 
bill as now written does not con- 
tain enough restrictions on labor 
union conduct nor give the 
states enough control over 
strikes, boycotts and picketing.

RUSSIA REIMPOSES 
DEATH PENALTY 
FOR MURDERERS 


LONDON, May 7 (AP)—The 
Kremlin has reimposed ‘ the 
death penalty for murderers in 
the Soviet Union. 

Moscow radio said yesterda 
the move was taken “at the r 
quest of citizens and public or- 
ganizations ... and in order to 
increase the protection of the 
lives of citizens.” 

The death penalty for all but 
traitors, spies and ‘“diversionist 
agents” was abolished in the 
Soviet Union in January 1950. 
Today’s ruling adds to those 
classes “persons who commit 
murder under incriminating cir- 
cumstances.”

“Their devotion and the 
quality of their resistance 
have been so great that that 
battle will forever stand as a 
symbol of the free* world's 
determination to resist dicta- 
torial aggfession and to sus- 
tain its right of self-determi- 
nation and its dedication to 
the dignity of the human be- 
ing. 

‘France has in the past suf-

Chemist John W. Bonner, who 
has had the experience twice, 
said that the first time he didn’t 
realize he had inhaled the fumes 
until about an hour later. He 
works at the Rocky Mountain 
arsenal where it is made.

enhower, was for it. The Sen- 
ate approved it in January and 
the House yesterday, by a vote 
of 241 to 158. That did it, ex- 
cept for some minor differences 
between House and Senate ver- 
sions. The Senate completed 
congressional action on the bill 
today and sent it to the White 
House. 

President Eisenhower: hailed 
the action, saying it was a 
“source of tremendous personal 
satisfaction to me” 
Eighty-third Congress 
passed a seaway bill.

“What is new,” he said, “is

The offending chemical, he 
continued, may turn out to be 
“adrenoxine,” an intermediary 
product in the decomposition of 
adrenalin. He offered evidence 
that the adrenal cycle has an 
important role in developing 
psychoses, and urged further re- 
search in the field. 

One interesting indication in 
support of the adrenalin theory, 
Dr. Rinkel remarked, is the ef- 
fect of LSD on spiders. The 
drug causes them to weave their 
webs more accurately, closely 
and intently than is’ normal, but 
the webs have no strength. A 
spider’s web = almost en- 
tirely of adrenalin.

| An Army spokesman testified 
‘that Robinson, after being ab- 
sent without leave from the 
morning of March 30, 1944, until 
1:30 a.m. April 1, turned him- 
self in at a veterans hospital and 
shortly thereafter was given 
what is commonly known as a 
“Section 8" discharge. 

The subcommittee went into 
closed session to hear further 
details on the case after mem- 
bers expressed surprise that 
Robinson under those conditions 
was granted an honorable dis- 
charge.

NEW DELHI, May 7—India’s 
food production has shown a big 
increase in each of the last two 
years. Officials here are opti- 
mistic that the goal of self- 
sufficiency is in sight. 

Crops were bad in 1951-1952, 
but the 1952-1953 season was a 
good one and the production of

food grains — mostly rice and 
wheat — was 4,000,000 metric 
tons greater than the previous 
year. 

It was in the 1953-1954 season 
that the cultivaters hit the jack- 
pot with another increase of 
about -7,000,000 tons over the 
previous year. 


The increase this year is at- 
tributed especially to more fa- 
vorable weather and rains which 
made higher yields possible. 
Some new land was brought into 
production and some credit is 
given to improved cultural and 
production methods. 


Imports Last Year. 

Last year India imported 
slightly under 2,000,000 tons in- 
stead of almost 3,000,000 tons 
which it had expected to have 
to buy. Recently India contracted 
for nearly 1,000,000 tons of rice 
from Burma. 

While the situation is encour- 


aging from the Indian govern-| 


ment point of view, there are 
some factors that have to be 
reckoned with, such as: 

1. Good weather cannot be ex- 
pected every year. 

2. The average calorie count 
for India is very low and more 


could be consumed at home. 

3. Not all of the increased out- 
put this last season will be ap- 
parent in market stocks of food 
grains since producers who raise 
the wheat and rice are eating a 
little better. 

4. Population is increasing at 
the rate of around 4,500,000 a 
year so that within the next six 
or eight years India may have 
nearly 400,000,000 people. 

5. Present stocks of wheat in 
India are very low—some re- 
ports are that they purposely are 
being allowed to dwindle in or- 
der to get rid of some of the 
weevil-infested wheat on hand. 

Seme Imports Probable. 

To sum it up, India’s food 
position is vastly improved over 
two years ago but good weather 
and crops and additional land to 
farm will be needed in the next 
few years to assure a continu- 
ance of the present nutritional 
levels. Even then some food im- 
ports probably will be needed 
supply the mounting popula- 
tion. * 

India has come a long way 
but has a long way to go toward 
feeding its own people ade« 
quately. 

As to that weevil-infested 
wheat, selling shoddy goods to 
overseas customers doesn’t help 
promote world trade in farm 


commodities. 


Members of the United States 
Agricultural Trade Mission to 
Asia heard in Bombay of some 
disgruntled customers who had 
received very low quality wheat. 
Some of is was full of weevils, 
too. The latter may have ap- 
peared after the wheat arrived 
in India but the quality was 
poor when the wheat left the 
United States. 

Cotton received two years ago 
from the West Coast was dam- 
aged and had been shipped wet 
and some of it even contained 
some California mud, one cotton 
exporter said. 

The market for farm commod- 
ities is a buyer’s market these 
days.

Soviet Army Paper Indicates| 


Red Star Says Deep Underwater Explosions} 


Are the Most Dangerous 
of All. | 


( 


MOSCOW, May 7 (AP)—The 
Soviet army newspaper Red Star 
warned the Russian public yes- 
terday that underwater hydro- 
gen bomb explosions are the 
most dangerous of all. 

The newspaper described the 


water, high in the air, just above 
the ground and underground, 
indicating for the first time 
that the Soviet Union may have 


experimented with all these 
forms of thermonuclear ex- 
plosions. 


. The army newspaper, which 
has been running a series of 
articles on problems of the 
atomic-hydrogen age, published 
a new one by Prof. G. Pokrov- 
skv. The article discussed the 
thvsical effects of four different 
types of hydrogen and atomic 
bomb explosions. 

“Results observed of atomic 
and hydrogen charges under 
water are quite peculiar.” Red 
Star said. “The mechanical 
action in this case is shown first 
in the formation of a mighty 
pressure wave of water which 
has considerably greater speed 
and pressure than a similar 
pressure wave in the air. The 
highest pressure is in front, and 
discharges polluted elements 
into the air as well as water. 

Force Increases by Depth. 

“An atomic-hydrogen explos- 
fon under water is stronger 
when ‘the depth consists of sev- 
eral hundred meters (a meter 
ts 39.37 inches). At a depth of 
only a few meters, or even sev- 
eral score meters, the force of 
an atomic, and especially a 
a-hydrogen explosion, is con- 
siderably less.

Red Star said the explosive 
force is weaker in mountainous 
regions and then gave measures 
for defense which indicated ex- 
periments had been made. It 
said persons can find refuge 
from air explosions behind em- 
bankments, thick walls, trenches, 
holes in the ground and valleys. 

Another explosion described 
was deep in the earth. 

“In this case,” Red Star said, 
“the pressure wave is consider- 
ably less. Instead a deep hole 
is dug and quiverings remind | 
one of an earthquake. Soil is | 
thrown out to a considerable | 
distance and becomes itself a 
striking factor.” | 

The newspaper said under- | 
ground explosions could be used | 
for blasting canals, opening coal 
mines and other peaceful pur- | 
poses.

WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP)— 
A provision in the Administra- 
tion’s tax revision bill designed 
chiefly to benefit fathers with 
children in college was reported 
today to have the tentative ap- 
proval of the Senate finance 
committee. 

The new provision would allow 
a parent to continue to take the 
$600 exemption for a child un- 
der 19 or who is a student even 
though the child earns more 
than $600 during the year. The 
parent would have to provide at 
least half of the child's support. 

Under present law, if earnings 
exceed $600, the father loses the 
$600 exemption on his tax. 

An estimated 1,300,000 taxpay- 
ers would benefit from this 
change. The revenue loss would 
be about $75,000,000 a year. 

The provision is part of an 875- 
page measure, already passed by 
the House, which would reduce 
taxes an estimated $1,400,000,000 
in its first year of operation. It

He indicated the Russians are 
doing advanced original work in 
rocket engine research. He said 
the satellite which would circle 
the earth could serve as an ob- 
servation post capable of scruti- 
nizing this hemisphere from 
4000 miles up and might be able 
to bombard it with radio propa- 
ganda. 

Other Reports Match His. 

His report was matched by the 
imaginative predictions of a half 
dozen other scientists doing work 
in related fields. 

The British rocket authority, 
Arthur C. Clarke, discussed the 
feasibility of harnessing nuclear 
energy for space travel. He said 
one hydrogen bomb releases 
enough energy to drive 10 Queen 
Marys to the moon and back. 
But the scientists generally 
agreed that nuclear energy was 
too difficult to harness for 
rocket travel at-this stage. 

Commander R. C. Truax of the 
Navy’s guided missiles division 
said that if the public would ac- 
cepé an extra $2-a-year tax bite 
on each taxpayer over a period 
of 20 years, it could start partici- 
pating in space travel by televi- 
sion within eight years. 

By that time, he predicted, 
space machines bearing televi- 
sion cameras would be circling 
the earth 1000 miles out in 
spae. 

By 15 or 20 years. he pre- 
dicted, it. would be ‘possible to 
have a leisurely close-up view 
of moon, including Ahe far side 
never yet seef™by man even by

Urges Launching Satellite. 

Immediate construction and 
launching of an ummanned, 
miniature earth satellite was 
strongly urged by Prof. Fred S.

House passage of the St. Lawrence seaway 
bill is a historic event in this country’s conser- 
vation of its natural resources, and in its rela- 
tions with Canada. 


Since the Senate had already approved the 
measure, only a few minor changes made by the 
lower chamber remain to be ironed out by the 
two houses. A project which has been sup- 
ported by every President of the United States, 
regardless of party, for the last 30 years, is final- 
ly to be built. 

The project as a whole will be an engineering 
feat of the first magnitude, for it will bring the 
Atlantic ocean in to the Midwestern heart of 
America. Its promise, both for the prosperity of 
industry and commerce in times of peace, and 
for defense of the nation, is great. 


Unfortunately the United States has delayed 
its participation so long, and whittled it down 
so much, that many Canadians now feel their 
country would do better to build and operate 
the project alone. 

Much of the controversy had been removed 
from the issue by the plan of the State of New 
York and the Province of Ontario jointly to 
build the hydro-electric plant. The United 
States Government’s participation will be limited 
to canals and locks in the 46-mile-long Inter- 
national Rapids section of the river roughly 
from Ogdensburg to St. Regis, N.Y. 


The very principle of United States participa- 
tion, nevertheless, is of cardinal importance. By 
going ahead now with celerity and good will the 
United States may regain some of what it has 
lost by its prolonged hanging-back. For all that 
this opportunity means, the Republicans can 
take the major credit in the House for the Demo- 
cratic vote came close to canceling itself out. 

The Senate victory in January was evenly 
divided between the two major parties. 

Passage of this long-delayed bill by Congress 
is a notable plus mark for the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. 
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Case for a Grand Jury? 

Notwithstanding Senator McCarthy's score of 
inconsistency against Attorney General Brown- 
ell, the head of the Department of Justice is 
right in his ruling on the question put to him 
by Chairman Mundt of the Senate subcommittee 
investigating the McCarthy-Army battle. 

The primary question was whether the sub- 
committee should make public the contents of 
the hot paper in Senator McCarthy’s possession, 
allegedly but not actually written by J. Edgar 
Hoover to Maj. Gen. Bolling, in 1951 head of 
the Army’s intelligence section. Mr. Brownell’s 
answer was a flat No. 

As the Attorney General pointed out, the FBI 
director denied having written the purported 
letter. Moreover the spurious paper in Senator 
McCarthy’s hands contained designations “derog- 
atory” or “no derogatory” (meaning informa- 
tion) after the names of a list of Government 
employes, whereas these evaluations were not 
made by Mr. Hoover or anyone on his behalf. 

The next question is: What will the Attorney 
General do about the fact that Senator McCarthy 
has breached the security system of the Eisen- 
hower Administration? There can be little doubt 
as to what would happen to Joe McDoakes if he 
had such a paper with information that is secret 
between the Army and the FBI. Now the coun- 
try will see what if anything will happen to the 
junior Republican Senator from Wisconsin. 
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Insurance, Not a Dole 

Social security extension is one of the items 
on President Eisenhower's program which has 
not yet been acted on by Congress. As the in- 
evitable legislative logjam looms ahead, we hope 
that the Administration is on guard against 
hasty attempts to change the basic nature of the 
social security system in the course of extending 
it to new groups of the population. 

That such a danger may not be imaginary is 
suggested by the proposals of the Council of 
State Chambers of Commerce that Congress 
junk the President's plan for “broadening” of 
the system. Hashing over most of the charges 
that have been made against the system over the 
past 20 years, the Council calls for converting it 
to a “pay-as-you-go basis.” 

This may have a deceptively attractive sound, 
but in fact the abandonment of the insurance 
principle could prove the undoing of the sys- 
tem. On @ “pay-as-you-go” basis, benefits each 
year could be only as large as the taxes levied 
to finance them. In other words, they would be 
determined pot by the individual's rights—not 
by the amounts which he and his employer had 
paid in—but by the whims of Congress. Such a 
system would go far toward taking the “securi- 
ty” out of “social security.” ° 

Certainly the system should be expanded, and 
no doubt it can be improved. But let us keep it 
as an insurance system and not a dole. That is 
what those already in the system have been 
putting their money into, and that is what future 
workers are entitled to invest in. 
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; Trade and Jobs 


St. Louis World Trade Week, which this week 
is, could not come at a more opportune time, The

League of Women Voters and Scruggs, Vander- 
voort & Barney make the case for lower tariffs 
and fewer trade barriers, and that is a case that 
badly needs restating just now.

“Hundreds of thousands of American work- 
ers are said to have been idled or placed on 
part time because of an inrush of foreign 
goods.”—Scranton (Pa.) Times. 


“We need more foreign trade ... but 
American workers ought not to be thrown 
out of their jobs by imports produced by 
foreigners working for starvation wages.’’-— 
Council Bluffs (la.) Nonpareil. 


As these samples indicate, the protectionists 
are once more up to one of their favorite tricks 
—persuading people that tariffs are to blame 
for events which go back to quite different 
causes, Just now the event which concerns every- 
body is the rise in unemployment, and so the 
protectionists are trying to make it appear that 
this unemployment is the result of a “flood of 
imports” which ought to be banned. 

If anybody doubts that this is nonsense he 
need only ask himself a’simple question, to-wit: 
“If low tariffs are to blame for unemployment, 
how does it happen that we did not have 3,725,- 
000 unemployed at this time last year, when 
tariff rates were the same as they are now?”

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The Fall of Dien Bien Phu 


Dien Bien Phu has collapsed after a siege 
of almost two months. The French and Viet 
Namese defenders held out heroically against 
heavy odds long after they were completely 
surrounded and reached only by air drops. Yet 
they were fighting a war of a discredited coloni- 
alism against which native Asian peoples had 
taken up arms, only to have their rebellion in- 
filtrated by the Chinese Communists. 

The potential consequences are grave. The 
loss of some 12,000 men in the jungles of Indo- 
china cannot be without profound influence in 
France. Demands for a settlement will become 
almost irresistible. For the time being the 
dominoes will be in France and at Geneva 
rather than in Southeast Asia. 

Meanwhile the United States should call off 
its war-like activities in connection with Indo- 
china. Already two United States citizens, fly- 
ing as civilian pilots, have been killed in an 
airdrop explosion. If the airlift continues fur- 
ther risks will be run, thus inviting further casu- 
alties. To repeat what we said Wednesday, 
the Indochinese war is a war to stay out of. 
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The Forgotten Man 

In the matter of salary the forgotten man 
among public employes in St. Louis is the police 
officer. Police pay not only is far too low; it has 
been that way far too long. The police deserve a 
better deal, and every effort should be made to 
get it for them. 

The difficulty is that the St. Louis Police De- 
partment is a creature of the state. Although 
police officers are paid from city revenue, their 
wage scale is-set by the State Legislature. Bills 
to provide wage rises, better pensions and a 
larger force were offered in the last regular 
session of the Legislature a year ago. But they 
were permitted to die on the advice of the St. 
Louis Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 

The board properly took the position that St. 
Louis then could not afford the cost of such 
legislation—about $1,000,000 a year—unless it 
was authorized to continue levying the earnings 
tax. That session of the Legislature did nothing 
about the earnings tax. It was only in the recent 
special session that St. Louis was permitted to 
re-enact the levy. Police pay was not even con- 
sidered in the special session and, barring an- 
other special session, the police wage scale can- 
not be adjusted until after the Legislature meets 
next January. 

Police salaries in the various grades rank 
from eleventh to fourteenth among the nation’s 
18 largest cities. Most of the men in the depart- 
ment earn a mere $320 a month—the salary for 
a patrolman with five years’ service. By compari- 
son, city firefighters now draw $342 a month 
and will go to $365 under the new pay plan. 

What can be done to provide the police with 
the immediate salary relief they deserve? Per- 
haps the Police Board and the City Administra- 
tion could explore the legality of paying a cost- 
of-living bonus over and above the regular wage. 
Or there may be another way out of this most 
unhappy situation. In any event, the very fact 
that someone began to seek an answer might 
give heart to the city’s forgotten servants. 
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The Ultimate 

Throughout modern athletic history, the four- 
minute mile run was the dream, the ideal, per- 
fection itself. It seemed unreachable as short 
a while ago as the 1930s, when Glenn Cunning- 
ham ran a mile in 4 minutes 4.4 seconds. It 
seemed untouchable as recently as 1945 when 
Sweden’s Gunder Haegg set the world’s record 
at 4:01.4. In the last two years several runners 
have appeared, in this and other countries, who 
might have run the four-minute mile, and might 
yet. But among them the shy young man who 
probably talked about it least finally did it in 
3 minutes 59.4 seconds. That is Roger Bannis- 
ter of England. What can be said of him? What 
is better than perfection? 
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Mayors for Public Housing 
The reported scandals in connection with 
FHA-insured mortgages do not in any way bear 
on the public housing and slum clearance pro- 
grams. It would be a shame if these revelations 


‘were successfully used to defeat public housing 


and slum clearance in Congress. 

Somé fear that this might happen was evi- 
detitly one factor behind the appeal of 16 mayors 
for “decisive action” on a much larger housing 
program than either the Administration has pro- 
posed or Congress has authorized. Mayor Tucker 
was one of the 16, thereby attesting to the great 
interest of St. Louis in the federal program. 

As the mayors properly pointed out, only a 
fraction of the public housing program author- 
ized by the 1949 Housing Act has been realized. 

In the five years since that legislation was 
overwhelmingly adopted, only about 140,000 of 
the 810,000 units of public low-rent housing con- 
templated by the act have been built or con- 
tracted for. If President Eisenhower's program 
were followed for the next four years, about 
140,000 more units would be built. That would 
still Jeave the program only about one-third as 
large as the 1949 law planned. 

The. mayors are asking a return to the 1949 
levels, on the undisputablé ground that slum 
clearance and low-rent housing needs are today 
far greater than they were in 1949. Yet the 
House has already killed even the limited Eisen- 
hower program. The mayors must depend on 
the Senate to revive it. 
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All’s Welles

Some time in the next few weeks 
one of the committee leaders of the 
German Bundestag will step up to the 
dais of the lower house and open one 
of the most critical struggles in Euro- 
pean economic history. 


He will place before the elected rep-, 


resentatives of the Federal Republic a 
“Draft Law Against Restraints of Com- 
petition,” designed to make industrial 
and commercial competition a part of 
the German way of life. 


The law’s acceptance would be a vic- 
tory for the principles and policies of 
Ludwig Erhard, West Germany’s in- 
trepid Minister of Economics. Thanks 
in good part to Erhard’s zeal and opti- 
mism, the Federal Republic has done 
very well so far. 


Internally, it has eliminated all im- 
portant controls of prices, wages and 
materials, and owing to an anti-cartel 
law imposed by the occupying powers 
(mainly at the insistence of the United 
States) it has for the first time in its 
history enjoyed a measure of the bene- 
fits of competition. 


Erhard’s -aspirations could lay for- 
ever the ghost of aggressive German 
militarism. There is no room in classic 
economics for either a trade or shooting 
‘war as an instrument of national policy. 
Market economics is by definition true 
international economics, and nothing 
could be more fortunate for the rest of 
the world than for West Germany to 
adept market economics as a national 
philosophy. 

The big job now is to put this new- 
found economic freedom on a perma: 
nent basis. This reform mocks some of 
the oldest prejudices of German busi- 
ness men. 


The Curse of Cartels 


There is, of course, something to be 
said for cartels. When industry mem- 
bers allocate production among them- 
selves, they can effect a certain amount 
of “rationalization”’—that is, they can 


let one member specialize in one prod- 


uct of mddel, another member in an- 
other product or model, and so cut 


_ costs; Theoretically, cartels are a sub- 


stitute for consolidation, which often 
must occur if productivity is to be 
increased. 

But only theoretically. For cartels, 
at least as they have flourished in Ger- 
many, have in fact rarely achieved 
genuine rationalization, and in any 
event have practically never stopped 
merely at rationalizing. . 


What they have done is to allocate 
markets, to regulate quantity and qual- 
ity of production, and to set prices on 
an industry-wide basis. And they have 
habitually based their price agreements 
not on new low costs to be achieved 
through higher efficiency, but on the 
costs of the least efficient producer. 

The curse of cartels is that they Slow 
down, sometimes halt, technical prog- 
ress and other forces that invigorate in- 
dustrial society, and foster all the forces 


that cause it to stagnate. But it was the 
German who perfected the cartel, and it 
is still true that no country is more car- 
tel-minded than Germany. For the domi- 


. Nant urge of German business, as of the 


” 


nation itself, is to achieve security 
through organization. The normal desire 
to minimize risk takes on, in Germany, 
the nature of a passion. All business or- 
ganizations must be conducted along 
somewhat military lines. 


As a general rule, the German bus!i- 
ness man regards advertising and selling 
as somewhat degrading: You don’t 
mount an advertising campaign unless 
there’s something wrong with your 
product. 


The story of German salesmanship 
may be told in a few words. There isn’t 
much of it, at least by American stan- 
dards. The salesman enjoys less pre® 
tige than the American drummer did 
40 years ago. 


Regimentation and Trusts 


Of such, in short, fs the cartel men- 
tality. When you get together and 
agree on markets, prices and quality, 
you obviously don’t have to worry about 
the creation of new desires and market 
testing of new products, and when you 
don’t place much value on these things 
you naturally get together and form car- 
tels. When “overproduction” threatens, 
therefore, you do not cut prices and 
redouble your selling efforts, you sta- 
bilize prices and allocate the market. 


Despite the occupation cartel law, car- 
tel practices if not cartels themselves 
are flourishing. All competing shops 
open and close at the same time, and in 
most cities the police close a man’s shop 
on time if he is not willing to. Mid- 
season clearance sales start on the same 
day and end on the same day. 


German labor, in return for tokens of 
security, has all but abdicated its right 
and obligation to harass management 
into finding cheaper ways to produce. 
Management's urge to maintain prices 
at the expense of higher output is mar- 
ried with labor’s urge to maintain em- 
ployment at the expense of higher 
wages. The children of the marriage 
are a crippled national productivity, a 
retarded standard of living—and cartels. 


‘As every American business man 
knows, American business does not obey 
the anti-trust law literally, because in 
practice the law cannot be obeyed lit- 
erally. If every American company that 
stepped over the dim and tenuous line 
of the law were prosecuted, all the 
courtrooms in the nation could not hold 
the defendants, nor all the jails the 
convicted. Yet the law is indispensable. 
Without it, there would be no way of 
keeping whole sections of the economy 
from ossifying. 

Dr. Curt Becker, a textile manufac- 
turer, puts it well. “The only course 
for West Germany,” he says, “is the 
escape forward”——the escape forward 
into a mass consumer market.

Between Book Ends 
True Love Doubled 


THE TWO HEROINES OF PLUMPLINGTON, by 
Anthony Troliope. introduction by John Haemp- 
den. Illustrated. (Oxford University Press, 122 
pqs., $3.) 

This genial tale*is like a gentle breeze 
out of the past fluttering the antimacas- 
sars in the hearty circles of Trollopians 
everywhere. It is a. collector’s item, 
read previously by very few lovers of 
Trollope—in fact, hardly even heard of. 

On 15 September 1866, Trollope wrote 
the final words of “The Last Chronicle 
of Barset” (the “best novel I ever 
wrote,” he was to declare eight years 
later), his farewell to the county he had 
added to the map of England. And 
farewell, to the very end of his life, it 
seemed. Through 16 years he resisted 
temptations and urgings to revive the 

affairs of his be- 
loved Barsetshire. 

In August 1881, it 
is reported, “a dis- 

tinguished Ameri- 
can begged him in 
vain to write an- 

other ‘chronicle.’” 

He gave way only 
to the extent of 
writing this truly 
last and forgivably 

~ least of Barsetshire 

stories — not about 

Barchester, the 

county's familiar 
center, but about 

Plumplington, its 
“second town,” which “can probably be 
located between Barchester and Silver- 
bridge.” 

The story concerns true love between 
two good well-to-do young women and 
two good but poor young men. It turns 
on the traditionally dearly loved as- 
sumption, “What would be all the world 
to her if she were not allowed to marry 
the man she did love?” Its main nov- 
elty is in Trollope’s doubling the usual 
situation, giving us two outraged fa- 
thers and two determined young men as 
well as two attractive heroines. It was 
written to appear in “Good Cheer,” the 
Christmas number of “Good Words” 
for 1882, and so it did. But on 6 De- 
cember 1882 Trollope was dead of a 
stroke. 

This last work from a hand stiff and 
fumbling that had once been easy, 
strong, and memorable lay for 70 years 
buried in its journalistic grave, until 
exhumed and put between its present 
proper covers. Lyton Lamb’s eight con- 
genial lithograph illustrations are a 
perfect soft-surfaced evocation of the 
“solid, slow-moving world” that Trollope 
unsurpassably chronicled—“convention- 
al in its morals, unsurprising in its 
events, plain to a fault in its people,”

From 1939 to 1941, 
he was chief Washington corre- 
spondent for the Herald Trib- 
une. 

Mr. Driscoll covered many 
stories of wide interest includ- 
ing the death of King George V, 
the accession and abdication of 
King Edward VIII, coronation 
of George VI and the crises 
leading up to World War II. He 
reported the Lindbergh kidnap- 
ing case and the trial of Richard 
Bruno Hauptmann. 

In World War IL, he covered 
battles in the Pacific and in 
Europe.

Ignored by Russians

GENEVA. 
HE loneliest man in Geneva as far as we 
can tell is Charles Baumgartner, tie bar- 
tender at the Hotel Metropole. The Metro- 
pole is the home of the Russian delegation to 
Se a the Geneva confer- 
Ye ference and every 
one of its 200 rooms 
is packed with Rus- 
sian secret service 
men (an estimated 
100), secretaries 
and  stenographic¢ 
help (80) and 20 or 
30 people who are 
allowed to think. 
Although the hotel 
is strictly reserved 
for the Russians, 
the‘ bar, strangely 
enough, is open to 
: the public, and so 
ait ; the other evening 
ART BUCHWALD at the cocktail hour 
we wandered over to see what was going on. 
Much to our surprise we found the bar com- 
pletely empty and the downcast Baumgartner, 
a Swiss bartender of 30 years’ experience, 
greeted us like a lorig lost friend. When we 
ordered a dry martini, he couldn't contain him- 
self any longer. 
“I’ve been here for a week,” he said as he 
happily poured out the gin, ‘‘and this is the first 
martini I’ve been asked to make.” 


IN HIS EXCITED STATE he poured almost 
as much vermouth as gin, but it would have 
taken a very ¢ruel man to complain about this. 
He placed the drink before us and waited ner- 
vously as we tasted it. We smacked our lips 
appreciatively. “Why, it’s the best martini I’ve 
had in Geneva.” 

Baumgartner relaxed. “Thank goodness. I 
was afraid I had forgotten how to make one.” 

“How's business?” we asked him. 

“Well, it isn’t the Hotel du Rhone,” (where 
the American delegation is staying) he said 
in the understatement of the conference. “The 
Russians don’t drink anything but beer, min- 
eral water and tea. They brought their own 
vodka with them, and they drink it in their 
rooms. You can’t make anything on beer and 
mineral water.” ° 


THE RUSSIAN DELEGATION, according to 
Baumgartner, does not waste any time in the 
bar. “They’re always working,” he said. “May- 
be, that’s good for them, but it’s not good for 
me.” 

“Do you speak any Russian?” we asked him. 

“No,” he replied. “That's why I got the job.” 

The entire delegation eats in the hotel, Baum- 
gartner said, and the Russians hired a French 
chef named Schweckler from a top-flight res- 
taurant at Annemadde to handle the kitchen. 
Maestro Schweckler is almost as frustrated as 
bartender Baumgartner because the Russians 
have «shown little interest in the cuisine and 
have neither applauded any of Schweckler’s 
dishes nor complained about them. 

x «*« * 

THE METROPOLE, according..to our in- 
formant; has been a white elephant of Geneva: 
Geneva bought the hotel and planned to build 
the city hall on the property. But the citizens 
protested against it so the city was stuck with 
the hotel. In fixing it up for the Russian dele- 
gation, the Swiss had to install a kitchen, lay 
down thousands of yards of red carpeting, and 
take many paintings, mostly peasant scenes, 
out of their national museum to hang in the 
delegates’ bedrooms. 

Although the Russians brought some exotie 
Oriental food with them, a great deal of the 
Russian specialties, including fresh white cheese, 
smoked salmon, caviar, sour cream and other 
dishes, are supplied |by a White Russian res- 
taurant in Geneva. :

“IT was wondering if I should order another 
bottle of gin. But if it’s only going to last three 


or four months, I guess this one will do.”

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The New Films

Funny Farce 


HE British, who usually specialize in satire in the 
comedy line, have come along with the brightest and 
funniest farce of the year in “GENEVIEVE,” at the 
PAGEANT and RICHMOND THEATERS. Here is unin- 
hibited rollicking comedy, which has an 
VY tri ‘it, c d dult ) 
ba astringent wit, character, and an adult ap- 
proach while at the same time portraying 
some doings as charmingly and casually 
addled as those in a P. G. Wodehouse novel. 
‘ This takes four young people involved 
in the annual London to Brighton com- 
memoration run for the owners of ancient 
automobiles—“vintage” cars, they call them. One couple 
is a young lawyer and his wife (John Gregson, Dinah 
Sheridan) obviously very much in love with each other, 
whose affection is repeatedly put:to sharp tests by his mad 
passion for a 1904 Darracq which he has restored to a 
thing of gleaming beauty, if imperfect mechanical insides. 
She ig less than enchanted by the prospect of another trek 
involving rain, discomfort and breakdowns when she'd 
much prefer to attend a smart cocktail party in London, 
but she goes gamely along. The other pair are a blandly 
insouciant and whacky man-about-town (Kenneth More) and 
his companion for the run, a beauteous and brittle model 
(Kay Kendall) with whom he frankly hopes to have “a 
great emotional experience.” 


The spatting between the lawyer and his wife is 
worsened by the discovery he is jealous of the man-about- 
town, who first introduced them. This boils up into a 
challenge for a race back to London for a 100-pound bet, 
which involves adventures ranging from the amatory to the 
whimsical, furious quarreling, no quarter given or taken 
and shockingly unsportsmanlike conduct before it reaches 
its hilarious end at the Westminister Bridge. 


All of this carries a tang and crackle to the comic 
episodes which dresses the warm and affectionate core of 
how well two people in love can get along in spite of ir- 
ritations and the stresses of difficulty. It has been cleverly 
written by William Rose, jauntily directed by Henry Cor- 
nelius (who did “Passport to Pimlico”) and has been skill- 
fully acted by the four principals, especially Miss Sheridan. 
It make as diverting an evening as we've enjoyed in some 
time. 


Scenery Shredding 


The tale of the woman who blindly loves a heel and 
insists on her infatuation even after he done her wrong 
is an old one, but we have it again in “CARNIVAL STORY,” 


at the FOX. In this case it is Anne Baxter as a desperately 
impoverished German girl who is picked up 
by a slick barker for an American carni- 
val, is seduced by him and falls in love 
with him. As it is Miss Baxter, who 
plunges into every role, you may be sure 
the girl is done with passion and intensity. 
And you may equally assume there will 
be other men in love with her, a kindly, 
simple carnival stunt man who marries her and whom 
she betrays, a magazine photographer, old Joe Steady, who 
is out on the fringe patiently waiting to pick her up on 
the bounce, even a ltuge, moronic strong man. 


There is some strong meat in the telling of this— 
several purple scenes of passion and uninhibited rage, some 
sequences full of tension as the girl is taught to become a 
partner in her husband's act of diving from a 110-foot tower 
into a six-foot deep tank of flaming water, the shock of 
his sudden death in a fall from the tower ladder (murder, 
it was) the girl's disillusionment as she fights and suc- 
cumbs to the barker’s evil fascination, the murder of the 
villain on a ferris wheel by the strong man. The tinsely 
glitter and sleaziness of the carnival is effectively captured. 
Miss Baxter chews the scenery with gusto, Steve Cochran 
does the barker with convincing contemptuousness and cas- 
ual brutality, Lyle Bettger is satisfactory as the stunt diver. 
But the materials are too familiar, obvious and predictable 
to make it more than of ordinary interest. 


All About Convicts 


“CRIME WAVE,” at the MISSOURI, is a crime melo- 
drama which also suffers from familiarity of plot and sit- 
uation, but it is done with some realism and naturalism, 
and has enough action to make it a fairly entertaining item 
of its kind. 

We have Sterling Hayden as a tough, 
dour detective sergeant who softens 
up at the end to give a young man and 
his wife a break, Gene Nelson as a parolee 
trying to go straight who is forced into 
helping three escaped convicts hide out 

, and then rob a bank, Phyllis Kirk as his 
loyal wife, who.is held hostage; and Ted De Corsia as the 
ruthlessly efficient leader of the fugitive convicts. All are 
pretty acceptable, although I wish Hayden hadn't found 
it necessary to chew toothpicks like a lumber mill to give 
his characterization some color. 


The co-feature, “DUFFY OF SAN QUENTIN,” is sup- 
posed to be about how famous Warden Clinton P. Duffy 
(Paul Kelly) reformed the administration of the California 
prison, but really centers on how Joanne Dru, as a nurse 
in the prison clinir,.finally softens the bitter heart of Con- 
vict Louis Hayward, who has been assigned to help her. 
Pretty tepid stuff, not helped by an implausible climax in 
which a crooked prosecutor (George Macready) is sent to 
the prison for bribing a witness, is almost murdered by 
convicts he had convicted, and finally repents and confesses 
that Hero Hayward was unjustly prgsecuted. 


Too Drab 


“THE HISTORY OF MR. POLLY,” a British film from 
the H. G. Wells novel (at the SHADY OAK starting to- 
night) is about as drab as an affair as one could stomach 
for four-fifths of its length. John Mills is the incurably 
romantic, bumbling, inadequate Polly, who 
marries a nag and dawdles along a failure 
as a small shopkeeper until the age of 40, 
when he gets an inspiration to burn down 
his shop and cut his throat. The arson 
succeeds too well, but he forgets about 
the suicide in the excitement. He then 
just drifts off and settles into a life of 
serenity as odd-jobs man for, and apparently lover 
to, a jolly; plump mistress of a rural inn. The last part is 
considerably brighter, but it’s too late to save the film. 
The low-key lighting doesn’t help cheer things up. 


Life of Pius X 


I am afraid that “THE SECRET CONCLAVE,” the life 
story of Pope Pius X, made in Italy and being shown at 
the LYN, is of far more interest from the religious view- 
point than the dramatic. Against the background of Pius’s 
wnavailing efforts to halt the tide of World War I, it traces 
the high points of his career in flashbacks, including a de- 
tailed account of how he was elected Pope, then shows how 
shock and sorrow at the outbreak of the war hastened 
his death 20 days later. Despite its high purpose, the film 
is not well made or photographed. Its dubbed-in English 


dialogue is quite unsatisfactory and disconcerting. Its action 


is stilted, although Henry, Vidon plays Pius with great 


sincerity. Scenés in the Vatican have been much mor@® 


strikingly shown in at least two other films I can recall.

NEW YORK.

On arrival 
we were told that I had to be 
at the educational television sta- 
tion at Washington University 
at 9 o’clock to get ready for the 
half-hour interview on kinesecope. 
I could not quite see myself 
going without breakfast, so I 
urged them to get us to the:hotel 
and then we would go on from 
there. 
good breakfast before starting 
for the university. The kinescope 
went off well, and then I went 
immediately to the chapel for 
a student faculty meeting. 


The chapel was filled to over- 


flowing and the questions could 
have gone on much longer than 
time would permit us to stay. I 
had to leave the uftiiversity to ge 
to an 11:30 meeting in ea theater 
with the high-school - model 
United Nations.

THE ST. LOUIS United Na- 
tions prototype is set up in 
slightly different manner from 
the one at the University of II- 
linois in Champaign. In St. Louis 
the groups meet once a month 
and each high school represents 
a different country. Each does 
research on its “adopted” coun- 
try and tries to represent it in 
the Little United Nations. 

I did not have time to see 
them in a meeting, but I was 
told that the young people's 
monthly meeting coincides with 
World Trade Week, which is in 
full swing in St. Louis. - 

The League of Women Voters 
has used this week as an Oppor- 
tunity for spreading world un- 
derstanding and has promoted 
an extraordinarily good project. 
It was under the league's aus- 
pices that the model United Na- 
tions was: started. , 

We walked from the theater to 
the department store of Scruggs- 
Vandervoort-Barney to see in 
their windows the displays from 
many different countries. Swit- 
zerland was represented by 
watches, locks and music boxes; 
Denmark by silver and pottery; 
England by a whole variety of 
silver and china. 

Running through the middle 
of the store is an aisle called 
United Nations World Trade Ex- 
hibits, along which are goods 
gathered from the 60 member 
nations. There are samples of 
products that may be bought 
in various parts of the store—for 
instance, toys and leather goods 
from Germany, printed cottons 
from other areas, and altogether 
a great variety of goods. 

This department store also 
has in its book store a full 
display of United Nations ma- 
terial. Here also are member- 
ship blanks for the American 
Association for the United Na- 
tions. waiting for prospective 
members to pick them up and 
sign their names.

SO FAR the A.A.U.N. has not 
taken the spurt in Missouri that 
one feels other states have al- 
ready accomplished, but there is 
the potential interest there. 

On Tuesday afternoon there 
was a reception, followed by a 
finance dinner. I hope enough 
will be raised to pay for a sec- 
retary for the organization. They 
have been offered a room and 
telephone in the World Affairs 
Council office. 

Once these facilities are estab- 
lished, they should begin to 
move on a business-like basis 
to get charters throughout the 
state and to have an active 
board. 

In Kansas City the other day 
I was told that the A.A.U.N. had 
practically died out. It may well 
be that Kansas City will not co- 
operate with St. Louis and per- 
haps also in this state there 
should be a division of respon- 
sibility as there is in California 
and New York. Certainly, there 
needs to be an active organiza- 
tion at work, and I hope this 
second visit of ours will start 
the ball rolling.

Meringue Pie

DU MERINGUE PIE STILL RANKS HIGHEST ON THE LIST OF 


FAMILY FAVORITES. 


HERE is one dessert that has 

kept its place at the top of 

the list for many a long year. 
That is lemon meringue pie. It 
still rates higher in popularity 
than the néw chiffon or souffle 
pies, in spite of the fact that the 
latter are easier to make. 

A reader asks for a “perfect” 
recipe. This must duplicate the 
wonderful pie that she remem- 
bers from childhood visits to her 
grandmother's house. Of ..course, 
it’s always difficult to compete 
with memories of this type. 

The recipe I am giving today, 
however, was used by my mother 
and my grandmother and I have 
found it unnecessary to change 
it in any particular. It is pos- 
sible, of course, to replace but- 
ter in the recipe with margarine. 
And a pastry mix can be used 
for the pie shell. 

When it comes to the me- 
ringue, it. has been possible to 
make a small improvement. 
When this is placed on top of the 
filling, just make certain that it 
touches thé crusty sides of the 
shell, in order to prevent “weep- 
ing” that may happen otherwise 
as the sugar separates from the 
beaten egg whites under heat. 

Another difference possible to 
make today is the substitution of 
bottled or canned lemon jtice 
for the freshly squeezed juice 
from the fruit. The recipe as it 
is should provide at least a near-

ly “perfect pie.” By the way, 
the filled shell can. be frozen, if 
you like. When you are ready 
to use it, the unthawed pie may 
be topped with the meringue and 
lightly browned in the oven. 
Lemén Meringue Pie. 
Seven tablespoons cornstarch, 
one and one-third cups sugar, 
one-half teaspoon salt, two cups 
boiling water, three egg yolks, 
one-third cup lemon juice, two 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
one 9-inch baked pie shell. 
Combine cornstarch, sugar and 
salt. Add the water gradually. 
Cook over low heat, stirring con- 
stantly until thickened and 
clear, about six to eight minutes. 
Remove from heat and stir in 
egg yolks quickly. Return to 
heat and cook for six minutes 
longer, stirring constantly, Re- 
move from heat and blend in 
lemon juice and butter or mar- 
garine. Cool. Pour into baked 
pie shell. a meringue.

Notes on Paint Rollers. 
VERY day, assuming that we 
are awake, we learn some- 
thing new. The other day 

we learned a lot of things about 
paint rollers and we think you'll 
find some of this knowledge of 
considerable interest. 

The next time you set out to 
paint a wall with a roller, don’t 
go ahead and do the large areas 
and then get mad trying to fin- 
ish off the edges. Instead, use 
a small trim roller and do the 
edges first. After the edges are 
done, doing the large areas is a 
cinch. 

Don’t try to do alf the edges 
of all the walls at once, how- 
ever. Do only one wall at a 
time. When using the roller, 
avoid letting it spin at the end 
of a stroke. This practice pro- 
duces an uneven job. 

There are certain areas, such 
as in back of radiators, pipes 
and shelves that are impossible 
to do even with a small trim 
roller. For these spots you can 
get a small little pad which pro- 
duces the same texture finish as 
does the roller. 

When you have ceilings to do, 
you don’t need a ladder when 
using a special roller with a long 
handle and if you have oversize 
ceilings, you can get a light 
weight aluminum roller exten- 

on. 

The trick in using a roller on 
a ceiling to produce a perfectly 
= job is the same as for 
walls—don’t stop work until the 
entire area is done. 

If you take time out on the 
job you'll find that the edges of 
the paint have set and when a 
fresh strip is applied there will 

be a seam which will show up 
when the céiling is dry.

HOUGH elderly women frequently express unhappi- 
ness with their lot, in what should be the “golden 
years,” what about men who find that retirement 


“ leaves them “like fish out of water,” after an active youth? 


Mr. R. thinks that old age is hardest on men. He writes: 

“I’m 78 years old, and read your column regularly, al- 
though I don’t suppose I need to learn a great deal about 
marriage, having enjoyed it for 52 years. But the old-age 
problem is a very serious one, and I wish you would rec- 
ognize how many problems a man faces. compared with 
his wife. 

“In the first place, a man has been more active all 
He’s been on the go. Staying home is a big 
change. A man has been identified with his job. dHe’s 
like a fish out of water, when he gives it up. Finally, a 
man has derived his prestige largely from earning money 
—and now he isn’t earning any. These and other things 
produce a lot more unhappy men than women among the 
senior citizens, I’m sure.”

THEY ARE IMPORTANT POINTS, Mr. R., and I thank 
you for reminding me of them; but women have their 
difficulties, too. A recent study in Florida, of 383 per- 
sons over the age of 60, found women more often express- 
ing unhappiness than men. This study also threw some 
interesting light on the youn of life that go with hap- 
piness. 

You'd say offhand, for cniuinte, that health was im- 
portant. It was.not found to be so, among these peopple— 


. I mean those who had good health were no happier than 
those who said their health was impaired. Number of 


hobbies, and hours spent in reading, were not related to 
happiness in this group either, (reported by Dell Lebo in 
the Journal of Clinical Psychology, Oct., 1953.) 

In general, the happier people were more alert and 
more ready for new activities than were their unhappy 
neighbors. They had more friends and more visitors, They 
attended more club meetings and took part in more events. 
This was not because they had lived longer in the com- 
munity. It was merely because they were that kind of 
people.

THE HAPPIER PEOPLE continued to grow. They 
said they had more friends when interviewed than they 
had had two years previous. The unhappy ones said they 
had fewer friends than formerly. Yet, the same oppor- 
tunities to make friends and acquaintances were open to 
both groups. . 

There are now many good books and inexpensive 
pamphlets which ought to be widely used. Your public 
library ‘can supply much material. Throw yourself into this 
job of making your later years happy, prosperous, and 
profitable. And remember that you are most likely to 
succeed by getting out, getting ps cireulation, finding 
friends, and being one.

Glance Back by Women Voters League 


Members at Meeting Tomorrow Expect 
Laughs at Old Costumes, but There 


Will Be Pride in 


Progress, Too, as 


They Review Program From 1919 Start

T 


OMORROW AFTERNOON, members of the League of Women 
Voters of St. Louis, attending their annual meeting in 
Scruggs - Vandervoort - Barney's 


Music Hall, will laugh at 


bucket hats and hobble skirts, shingle bobs and low-slung waist- 
lines, as they watch picture slides showing their progress from 
1919 to today. Underneath the giggles, they'll be paying tribute 
to the gallant gals who started it all. As president after presi- 
dent reviews the accomplishments of the league, year after year, 
today’s members will feel they have reason to point with pride. 


The program, which tomor- 
row's meeting will conclude, 
would be cause enough for tak- 
ing bows. World Trade Week, 
which began on Monday, had 
among its principal speakers 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt and 
Charles P. Taft, and included in- 
formative discussions on prob- 
lems as diverse as the United 
Nations and coffee prices. It 
will go down among the achieve- 
ments of this year’s president, 
Mrs. Harry Carlson, but first 
Leaguers will take a long look 
back over 35 years of voter edu- 
cation in every field. 


From a charter membership 
of 33 in November 1919 when it 
was formed, the St. Louis League 
now has 3300 members in the 
metropolitan area, 1528 in the 
city, the rest in six county 
leagues. But they do little boast- 
ing about numbers, feeling, as 
Mrs. Virgil Loeb puts it, “Our 
influence is much greater than 
our numbers.” 


As the past presidents report 
tomorrow, the first will be Mrs. 
Ernest Stix, last president of 
the St. Louis Equal Suffrage 
League, the organization which 
disbanded voluntarily, making 
way for what Mrs. George Gell- 
horn calls “the phoenix that 
rose from the ashes,” the League 
of Women Voters. First League 
president was Mrs. Fred Eng-. 
lish, who is now Mrs. Chauncey 
Clarke, who was succeeded by 
Mrs. Eugene T. Senseney. Mrs. 
Seneseney devised the idea of 
a triple presidency, in order to 
emphasize to the political parties 
the nonpartisanship of the fledg- 
ling organization. So in 1920, 
Mrs. English represented the 
Democrats,’ Mrs. Harry E. 
Sprague, Republicans, and Mrs. 
Senseney, Independents. This 
system continued for several 
years. In 1923, for instance, 
there was Mrs. Roscoe Ander- 
son, Democrat, Florence Weigle, 
Republican, Mrs. Evarts Graham, 
Independent. 
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MONG the past presidents 

who will appear are Miss 

Weigle and Mrs. C. V. Beck 
and Mrs. Aaron Rauh, Repub- 
licans of '22 and ’24, and Mrs. 
Virgil Loeb, Independent, ‘24; 
Mrs. Gellhorn, 1943, Mrs. W. 
Victor Weir, 1931, Mrs. J. 
Hardin Smith Jr., 1935 and 1949, 
Jeanne Blythe, 1937, Mrs. 
George Roudebush, 1941, Mrs. 
Aaron Fischer, 1945, Mrs. Matt 
Werner, 1948, and Mrs. Conrad 
Sommer, 1951. The large major- 
ity of past presidents are still 
living, proving as one of them 
says, “Once you've survived the 
league presidency, you can sur- 
vive anything.” 


Mrs. Senseney was, in Mrs. 
Gellhorn’s opinion, the League’s 
most spectacular president, re- 
sponsible for such stunts as the 
“Kill the Ks” (three judges 
whose name all began with K) 
campaign, and a project to send 
carrier pigeons to President 
Harding with petitions request- 
ing a disarmament conference. 
The pigeons were moulting at 
the time and couldn’t be used, 
but Leaguers, deciding the idea

had. been symbolic after all, 
brought in untrained pigeons 
for stand-ins, and sent their 
messages more prosaically an 
telegram. Participation by N 
gro women in “League pe Fi ale 
Mrs. Senseney considers her 
third contribution. 

Modest about her achieve- 
ments in what her grandson 
refers to as “the olden days,” 
Mrs. Senseney feels that al- 
though early Leaguers did a 
lot, they can’t hold a candle to 
present-day ones. 

“It was easier for us then,” 
she says. “Household help was 
plentiful and cheap. I’m so im- 
pressed with the young women 
today and all they do, I just sit 
back with my mouth open.” 

One of the early projects of 
the League was simply getting 
women to register. A campaign 
of the °'20s proclaimed poetic- 
ally, “‘Remember, remember, the 
23rd of September, No repre- 
sentation without registracion.” 
Laws protecting women and chil- 
dren were among the first they 
, supported. 

In the beginning, ward chair- 
men worked to build up mem- 
bership. Nowadays, with 950 
leagues in the United States and 
Hawaii, they don’t bother with 
membership campaigns.

in which thé League brought 
dairies and farmers together 
over a dispute which threatened 
the health of: the community. 
Mrs. Loeb recalls the sessions 
as heated ones, with one dairy 
owner pounding on the table 
insisting he would “never sit 
down at a table with the farm- 
ers.” (The next day, one of his 
firm was at the conference). A 
hard but satisfying battle, it re- 
sulted in the Citizens Milk Com- 
mission and the first federal 
milk marketing agreement.

EXT came a scramble for 
N convention delegates with 

the major parties pooling 
forces to name a slate but com- 
promising on half the delegates 
recommended by the league.

“We perform three functions 
in such issues as the constitu- 
tion,” says Mrs. Aaron Fischer. 
“We have women whose knowl- 
edge of government problems 
enables them to furnish stimu- 
lus for action, as in having the 
convention put on the ballot. 
Then, we furnish factual infor- 
mation; we were studying con- 
stitutional needs in 1940 al- 
though it wasn’t coming up for 
several years. And third, we fur- 
nish leg work and energy. Our 
members don’t just study—they 
act.” 


Next big achievement was the 
city merit campaign of 1941 and 
then, during Mrs. Fischer’s ad- 
ministration, the restaurant sani- 
tation bill and the rat control 
ordinance, in which leaguers sat 
through everything from federal 
hearings to a session at which a 
dealer demonstrated a new type 
garbage can. Most recent civic 
work has been the Plaza Bond 
Issue and Metropolitan Sewer 
District votes; leaguers tallied 
a total of 55,000 phone calls for 
the two.

ernment Institute of 1939, at 
which city department heads re- 
ported on their jobs and duties. 
And, in the early days of the 
war, the “Second Chance” cam- 
paign in which local discussion 
groups studied the national hope 
of a vane srettons.

A touis League is famous 

among leagues for its sim- 
ple direct financing methods, a 
campaign each fall at which they 
raise national, state and local 
budget funds, “not by cake 
sales,” but by presenting their 
purposes and asking for contri- 
butions. Bequests from Miss 
Sarah Tower and Mrs. Harrison 
Williams have helped the local 
league, too. 

Mrs. Gellhorn, who calls her- 
self “the League’s Ancient Mari- 
ner,” can recall days when fi- 
nancing was more precarious 
than today. The bleak winter, 
preceding March 1932, for in- 
stance, when Yehudi Menuhin, 
then a child prodigy, had been 
booked for a $4000 concert, just 
before the financial bottom 
dropped out. 

“We spent the winter starv- 
ing our families and trying to 
make up the money,” Mrs. Gell- 
horn says. “Our tickets had to 
be priced at $5 with boxes at 
$60, which was preposterous in 
those days. We managed to sell 
the tickets but the boxes we 
divided between members, pick- 
ing out the prosperous ones who 
looked as if they could have af- 
forded them. We finally came 
out with a few cents left over.” 

Amateur movie contests and 
photography contests were other 
early fund-raising projects. 

“And at another time,” Mrs. 
Gellhorn recalls, “the situation 
was so black, each committee 
member pledged herself to earn 
$50. One had a dog having 
puppies so she sold the puppies. 
Another owned a mangle so she 
ironed napkins for her friends.

7 o'clock In the evening ex- 
cept that of Mr. and Mrs. Sid- 
ney Saloman Jr., on Spoede 
road, where the highlight of 
the tour, a fashion show, will be 
held at 2:30 o'clock. Punch 
will be served and Wellesley 
Club members will model 
summer clothes from Stix, 
Baer and Fuller. The gardens 
may be seen afterward. 

The Salomon estate, proba- 
bly the most elaborate of the 
gardens to be shown, con- 
sists of several sloping acres 
and features a pond with 
swans, an old English well, a 
cobblestone courtyard, brick 
terrace, wide carefully clipped 
hedges and magnificent plant- 
ing. Spring flowers in ele- 
vated beds, an old English 
rose garden, an orchard with 
fruit trees in flower and in- 
formal perennial and annual 
gardens lend a wealth of 
color. 

Rose enthusiasts may ob- 
tain a liberal education at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Bies, 26 Dromara 
road, where the welfare of al- 
most 1000 roses is supervised 
by Mr. Bies, a director of the 
American Rose Society and a 
former president of the St. 
Louis Rose Society. Rose beds 
laid out in geometric design 
cover almost the entire lawn 
back of the house and, around 
the edges, are backed by ever- 
green arbors.

ONE OF THE FINEST iris 
gardens in this area is that of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edwin S. El- 
der, 3 Berkshire, Richmond 
Heights. Special beds hold 
200 of the newer varieties, all 
of which are labeled. If the 
iris is past its peak of bloom, 
annuals and perennials will 
provide color. 

Two of the gardens are on 
Alexander drive. One, that of 
Mrs. Harold. M. Baer at No. 
6343, shows a combination of 
formal and rustic features. 
The main area is dominated 
by .a serpentine pattern of 
four raised beds planted with 
spring bulbs, roses, azaleas, 
geraniums and petunias. Tan- 
bark walks leading to the 
beds, a high basketweave 
fence enclosing the garden, 
an embankment and terrace 
steps secured by railroad ties 
lend an informal atmosphere. 

Next door, at 6337, is the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
K. Floret, where the brick 
terraced barbecue area is the 
focal point for summer living 
and entertaining. The garden 
is enclosed by a low brick wall 
in the French manner, one 
side furnished with wrought 
iron. 

In Mr. and Mrs. Henry F. 
Jackson's garden at7 Wydown 
terrace, although: small, and 
pie-shaped, the physical hand- 
icaps of a city lot—garage, 
driveway and basement steps 
—are skillfully handled by 
planting. A staggered stock- 
ade fence with apple trees and 
dogwood in the background 
gives a feeling of depth. At 
its base narrow beds of tulips 
and azaleas now in bloom are 
replaced by a green garden of 
petunias and roses as the sea- 
son progresses.
